Reuter's correspondent at Ichang says: 
A distressing experienve of three ladies 
belonging to the China’ Inland Mission 
at the hands of looting Northern soldiers 
in their advance against the Szechuanese 
is recounted by one of the ladies, who is 


passing through Ichang on her way home, 


on furlough. ‘ 
" She, with the other two Indies, was 
stationed at Chuhsien, some five days’ 
journey overland from Wanhsicu. Sze- 
chuan. On January 15th-the Szechuanese 
Army was forced hastily to evacuate the 
city as the were hard’ pushed by the 
Northern troops under ‘General. Yang 
Sen. As the Szechuanese left the city, 
the advaoced guard of the Northern 
forces, consisting-of two companies. en 
tered at the other end. A party of sol- 
diers,’ intent on.-loot, forced’ their way 
into the house occupied hy the ladies 
announcing their coming by firing shots 
into the house. They ‘demanded $5,000 
as the price.of security, but, though the 
ladies ‘collected all they had, it did not 
amount to more than between one and 
two ‘hundred. dollars. This they handed 
over, but it failed to eatisfy.the looters, 
who demanded the full $5,000 on pain of 
shooting. Some stood over the ladies 
with their rifles pointed at them, while 
the others ransacked the whole house. 
turning out all cupboards, wardrobes and 
boxes. They even went so” far ‘as to 
search the persons of the ladies, robbing 
them of watches, spectacles and other 
articles! They carried away clothes; 
bedding, clocks and.all useful things from 
the house. Some of theni amused .them- 
selves. by shooting at varioas ébjects all 
over the house,. putting” bullets through 
the pictures onthe. walls, “One, .of | 
soldicrs mado ‘a bayonet’ thrust at one of 
tho ladies, but the bayonet was ‘turned 
aside by ber skirt and she. waa not in- 
jured. a ‘
